DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed on May 1 5, 2003 canceling all claims drawn to the elected 
invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive 
(MPEP § 821 .03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention 
because the methods appearing in claims 5-33 are separate and patentably distinct 
from the method appearing in claims 1-4. Specifically, the methods in claims 5-33 
involve the creation of a dental implant, not a method to make new tooth tissue as 
called for in claims 1-4. Claims 5-33 do not include the same steps as the original 
method claims 1-4 and also include additional method steps making them separate and 
patentably distinct from the method steps of claims 1-4, such as the formation of a tooth 
mold, the source of the germ cells, the type of scaffold, and the implantation of the 
scaffold into an animal. The methods of claims 5-33 are therefore not the same as the 
methods claimed in claims 1-4.
